This happened in 1935 when rigs (home built) were crystal controlled and it was 
difficult to get more than a couple of stations on the same frequency. The net organized 
around a given frequency and everyone ordered the same frequency crystals and the spot 
frequency net was born. This is the procedure used to this day for all nets of all types. See
